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Comrie: Spout Rollo. The lonely grandeur in 
Glen Lednock is very impressive. The only sound 
save that of the brawling water is the bleating of 
the sheep, the occasional call of a grouse, or the 
hoarse croak of a hooded crow. After an inspection 
of this charming waterfall the walk may be con¬ 
tinued across the watershed at Craig Nigeach 
(2,840 feet) to Ardeonaig on Loch Tay.
